Lake City, Mich., May Si— A forest 
Arc destroyed Louis Sands' lumber 
camp near here Saturday afternoon. 
Out of a total crow of sixty men forty- 
nine escaped uninjured. One Edward 
Sullivan w*a seriously burned, and ten 
arc dead, Of these eight took refuge 
in a well and were cremated there by 
the timber and curbing falling tn on 
them and burning. Two tried to run 
the gauntlet, and were burned to a 
crisp. 

The dead are: Michael G. Pugen, 
Charles Taylor, James Hugh. Ed. Boor- 
aoher, married; Samuel Campbell, fore- 
man of the oarnp; John IU\1, Fred Sager, 
Hans Jaoobaon, married; Frank San- 
green, Mike Mulholland. 

The property lost* constats of three 
horses, forty hogs, eamp tools, etc., 
also eleven ears loaded with logs owned 
by the Thayer Lumber Co. 

The men were assembled at dinner 
and the forest fire, which was burning 
all around, entirely out off all escape. 
When the men, realising their danger, 
rushed out of the building in which 
they had been sitting, the iimoke so 
blinded them that they became bewil- 
dered. They ran hither ond thither, 
unable to find a means of escape and 
their horses stampeded, adding t<« tin- 
confusion.

Hundreds of Buildings Burned and 
the Less Will Reach a Million.

Saoinaw, Mich.. May 83.— A Art 
started Saturday in Sample & Camf/a 
mill plant, thenc* oommunicated to tie 
eaatern end of the Bristol street brldfa. 
thence northeaat from the corner 
TiUien and Bristol atr**ti» for a dlsUnce 
of a mile in length and four and five 
blocks in width. 

The scene wa* one of indescribabh 
excitement, people becoming frenzied 
iu their desire to re more their house- 
hold afreets from the derourlng ele- 
ment, which rushed madly on its jour- 
ney of destruction, burning everything 
in Its* path. Strong hands and wil- 
ling hearts rallied to the aid 
of those whose homes were 1st 
danger. Draya, delivery, wood, ice 
and coal wagona. buggies, hand-carts, 
baby cabs, everything In the shape of a 
vehicle were pressed Into service to re- 
move household poods beyond the 
reach of the Are. Vehicles loaded with 
household gixda, drawn by horses on a 
frantlo run, were rushing tn all direc- 
tions to places beyond trie reach of the 
devastating flames, and vacant lot* 
were soon occupied by household good*. 
In many instances these precautions 
were unavailing, as property, after be- 
ing removed to supposed places of safe- 
ty, was found by the Are and destroyed. 

All the hacka in the city were pressed 
Into service to remove Invalids, old 
people, ladies and children to plaeea of 
safety, and the scene was one which no 
description can do Justice to, and whic h 
will be long remembered bv those who 
witnessed it. Many people became
